This correspondence is being filed as a full response to the Office Action of February 8, 
2005. The Applicant herewith petitions the Commissioner of Patents and Trademarks to extend 
the time for response to this Office Action for one (1) month firom May 8, 2005 to June 8, 2005.

The Examiner has rejected Claims 16-33 under the judicially created doctrine of 

obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-29 of U.S. Patent No. 

6,594,515. The Examiner has acknowledged that the claims are not identical, but asserts that 
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they are not patently distinct from each other. The Examiner has further acknowledged that a 
terminal disclaimer will overcome these rejections. 

Therefore, in conjunction with this Response, Applicant has filed a terminal disclaimer 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.321. 

In view of the above, it is submitted that the remaining claims are in a condition for 
allowance. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections is hereby requested. Allowance of 
the pending claims at an early date is solicited. 

If impediments to allowance of the pending claims remain, and a telephone conference 
between the undersigned and the examiner would help remove such impediments in the opinion 
of the examiner, a telephone conference is respectfully requested.
